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Going barefoot for brass 

Rik completes 24 hour running challenge for band rehearsal hall 


TWENTY-four hour bare¬ 
foot runner Rik Vanhout- 
teghem got plastered to 
finish his challenge at the 
weekend. 

Despite what he admits 
were some “wobbly mo¬ 
ments” during the small 
hours of the morning, the 
Dorchester vet ran into the 
town’s Borough Gardens 
on Sunday afternoon with 
a smile on his face to the 
strains of “Chariots of 
Fire” played by fellow 
Durnovaria Silver Band 
members. 

“I don’t really know 
where that came from...I 
was in a pretty much done 
in getting from the school 
to the gardens but when I 
heard the music and saw 
friends, band members 
and supporters I just 
seemed to recover. 

“I ran around the band¬ 
stand and I think I even 
did a lap of honour.” 

Pausing to chat and show 
off his heavily plastered 
feet the barefoot runner 
quickly recovered from his

ordeal and joined in with 
colleagues of his cornet 
for the second half of their 
concert. 

His efforts have raised at 
least £2,600 for the band’s 
new practise rooms at the 
former Methodist chapel 
in Fordington...and he is 
hoping that local people 
will now donate even 
more to help pay for the 
building, which will also 
be available for commu¬ 
nity use. 

His 24-hour marathon 
was run mostly on grass, 
round the Thomas Hardye 
playing field where he 
started at 3pm on Satur¬ 
day. 

Rik says the most amaz¬ 
ing thing about the ex¬ 
treme challenge was the 
help and support he re¬ 
ceived, not only from 
friends, but from complete 
strangers. 

“One chap came all the 
way from Trowbridge to 
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run with me, another from 
East Devon and one from 
Bournemouth - they really 
kept me going especially 
overnight. I was never 
alone, throughout the 24 
hours I always had at least 
one person with me. It 
taught me a lot about 
human nature - and my¬ 


self.” 

Although his feet were 
plastered at the end Rik 
says he did not get a single 
blister and the next day he 
took his dog for a walk 
and his feet felt fine. 

“What I wasn’t prepared 
for was how much the 
temperature dropped 
overnight so someone 
went off to get me a hat 
and some warmer clothes. 


The wet grass got between 
my toes and caused tiny 
cuts so we plastered them 
for protection... I am 
pretty convinced that had I 
been in running shoes I 
would have been more 
blistered.” 

For Rik it was a voyage 
into the unknown, the fur¬ 
thest he had ever run be¬ 
fore was the time it took to 
complete a marathon.

“I was only about two 
hours in before I realised 
that it was well beyond my 
level of fitness. It was at 
that point that it sunk in 
what I was actually doing.” 

But would he do it again? 

There’s a pause before he 
admits that he would, but 
giving himself more time 
to prepare. 

His next barefoot run¬ 
ning venture will be the 
Bournemouth half 

marathon in October.

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SAUL Kelleher grew up in Warwick, emigrating 
with his family to South Africa aged 14. After 
graduating in Durban and getting married he 
opened a live music venue which he ran for five 
years before switching careers and training to 
become a barrister. 

Shortly after being admitted to the South 
African Bar, Saul was held up at gunpoint, 
prompting him to take his young family to Eng¬ 
land where, over two years, he converted his 
South African qualifications to enable him to 
work as a solicitor in the UK. He worked for two 
large provincial firms before opening, and be¬ 
coming director of the Bridport office of the 
Commercial Law Practice Ltd.

■ WHY is commercial law important to get right? 

Law is about creating certainty and with commercial law 
where there is uncertainty there will almost inevitably be 
dispute. If you ensure that you understand the clients’ 
needs and reflect those needs in the work that you do, it 
will enable a client to proceed with certainty in its busi¬ 
ness dealings and avoid disputes with the inevitable costs 
consequences. 

■ CAN people draw up agreements themselves? 

I would strongly advise against individuals drawing up 
their own agreements. If something is of sufficient im¬ 
portance to reduce it into writing then it is important 
enough to spend the money necessary to have that agree¬ 
ment drawn up by a solicitor. I cannot tell you how many 
times I have sat with a client who did not think that mat¬ 
ters would turn out the way that they did. 

■ WHY has the practice expanded into Bridport? 

I have an existing client base and very much felt that there 
was a place in Bridport for a fresh approach to legal serv¬ 
ices. My assistant Sarah and I are very approachable and 
we are more than happy to see people when they walk 
through our door. We are very clear about our costs and 
what we will do and strive to deliver the results desired 
within the time set out and at the cost quoted. We will 
always take clients’ calls and, in short, we have stripped 
out the stuffiness associated with solicitors from the prac¬ 
tice. 

■ HAVE you had any strange requests in your pro¬ 
fession? 



I was called on site to a dispute involving the construction 
of a conservatory to find it surrounded by a pond of water. 
The defence that it had been constructed properly fell 
away quite quickly and the matter was resolved, but I still 
look at the pictures occasionally when I am feeling down. 

■ HOW important is rugby to you? 

I have always played rugby, playing for Natal University 
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and as captain of North Dorset Rugby Club. I still play 
and I have been on a push to get fit enough to play to a 
reasonable level this year. I have always loved the bond 
created between people who play rugby together and the 
way that, however hard a game is, everything is left on 
the field. 

■ WHAT is the most memorable game of rugby 
you've seen? 

I watched the 1995 World Cup Final between South 
Africa and New Zealand in a hostel in Tel Aviv, Israel. 
The room was divided with South Africans on one side 
and New Zealanders on the other. The atmosphere was 
strained, particularly when the power failed just before 
full time. When the power came back on it was extra time 
and probably the most exciting finish because of what it 
meant to South Africa to win. 


■ YOUR family is important to you - do you get to¬ 
gether often? 

We spend a lot of time together and the house is always 
busy. Everyone mucks in and there are always friends 
coming around and staying. We like to do outdoor activ¬ 
ities, but try not to rely on anything too structured. An ac¬ 
tive day is best concluded with the family and friends 
having a drink in the garden. 

■ WHAT is your earliest memory? 

I remember just having moved into an old terraced house 
and my parents had spent all the money purchasing the 
house. Instead of borrowing a lawn mower they began 
cutting the lawn with kitchen scissors. My parents are 
extremely practical, running a smallholding in France, 
and I am sure they would claim that the grass was too 
long for a mower, but that is not how I remember it. 

■ WHAT objects do you always carry with you? 

I carry a coin with the back and front half of a rhino on 
its sides. It is useful to resolve disagreements and it is not 
weighted as some might claim. 


■ WHAT is your favourite journey? 

I love the drive down to Cornwall and that moment when 
the landscape changes and becomes almost mystical. 
There is a beach called Greenaway Beach just outside of 
Rock and that is my favourite place in the world. When 
I go to Cornwall I know I will spend time there and that 
makes the trip exciting.

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Council on verge of church land swap to 
unlock car park development potential 


A PLANNING application for a new Dorchester 
Community Church in Trinity Street is expected in the 
coming days. 

The move of the church, from Acland Road, is seen 
as a key to the further development of the town’s 
Charles Street car park, including new shops. 

West Dorset District Council has been working with 
the Community Church to provide a purpose built 
church and meeting rooms in the comer of the Trinity 
Street car park. 

Once built, West Dorset District Council and the 
Community Church will carry out a land swap so the 
district council will own the land at Acland Road 
where the old church building currently stands. 

The district council intends to carry out preparatory 
works on the site, including the demolition of the ex¬ 
isting church building so that developers have a clear 
site for the next phase of the Charles Street develop¬ 
ment. 

Leader of West Dorset District Council, Robert 
Gould said: “The project to redevelop Charles Street 
remains a top priority for the district council. 

“It has the potential to revitalise Dorchester town 
centre, increase the number of shoppers and visitors 
to the town, and provide around 600 new jobs.

“The relocation of the Community Church to a new 
site at Trinity Street will be an important part of 
preparing the Charles Street site for development. 

“It is still early days however and the proposals to 
relocate the church will depend on planning permis¬ 
sion being granted.” 

Douglas Holt, Secretary to the Trustees of Dorch¬ 
ester Community Church said: “The church first had 
discussions with Simons Developments Ltd in 2006 
after they had been appointed as developers for the 
Charles Street site. We have been looking with them 
at potential sites in the town for a replacement church 
since then. 

“About three-years-ago the district council offered 
a site in Trinity Street car park. The church and Si¬ 
mons have been preparing draft plans up until Sep¬ 
tember last year, when the council agreed to work up 
final plans with us direct. 

“The church trustees have been having very fruitful 
discussions with the council staff and architects Atkins 
since early this year, and are very pleased with the 
plans to be put in for planning application next 
month.” 


The proposed location for the new church building 
is within the front part of the district council’s Trinity 
Street car park. 

The design will require the relocation of the entrance 
road and public toilets to elsewhere within the car 
park. 

A new location for the Cl bus stop has also been ac¬ 
commodated into the scheme. 

Surveys and initial archaeological investigations 
have been carried out by Wessex Archaeology at Trin¬ 
ity Street car park and further archaeological work 
will be carried out in September to determine if there 
is anything of significance under the site. 

The investigations are taking place before the design 
of the building is complete in order to reduce the risk 
of unforeseen problems during the construction. 

The district council agreed in October last year to al¬ 
locate up to £2 million for works to take place to pre¬ 
pare its Charles Street site for development which 
includes relocating the church and securing pedestrian 
access and landing rights through the Tudor and 
Hardye Arcades to the Charles Street development. 

The approved plans for Charles Street include 23 
shops, affordable homes, car parking, cycle parking 
and public toilets. 


New policy to clamp down on A-Boards

DORCHESTER is to become a testing ground for a 
new policy on street advertising boards. 

If successful in its aim of stopping the boards clog¬ 
ging up the streets the policy will be rolled out in 
other Dorset towns which also suffer from a prolifer¬ 
ation of the advertising boards. 

Town councillors in Dorchester have been cam¬ 
paigning for almost two years to get something done 
about what was seen as a growing problem - espe¬ 
cially for those who are visually impaired and those 
with wheelchairs and buggies. 

Technically using advertising boards is illegal - but 
the county council, which has drawn up the new pol¬ 
icy, says it recognises that businesses off the main 
streets do need to let people know they are there - or 
what their special offers are. 

In South Street alone, earlier in the year, more than 
a hundred of the so-called A-Boards were counted. 

Traders are now being issued with guidelines to the 
use of the boards. These include not blocking en¬ 
trances, putting the boards to the side of streets, lim¬ 
iting their use to one per business and standardising 


size and design. 

Hilary Cox, the county council’s Cabinet member 
for environment, said: “We recognise that these signs 
are a low cost way of promoting businesses but we 
have to balance traders’ needs with those of the public 
using the pavements. 

“We want to support local businesses and to encour¬ 
age the local economy but we have had to draw the 
line somewhere and so we are limiting the use to one 
A-board per business. It shouldn’t be attached to any 
highway structures, or hamper access for pedestrians 
and emergency vehicles.” 

The county council is hoping for a “soft” approach 
to problem boards, contacting the owner and finding 
a resolution, but if necessary legal action will be con¬ 
sidered to remove and confiscate the offending 
boards. 

The policy also reminds businesses that they need 
public liability insurance that covers them if their A- 
board is found to be the cause of an accident.

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Mum saves daughter's life thanks to St John training

A DORCHESTER 
woman who saved her 
daughter’s life by re¬ 
membering her first aid 
training is urging others 
to sign up for training. 

Kerry Course managed 
to dislodge a sweet from 
her eight-year-old daugh¬ 
ter’s throat by using a 
simple technique she had 
been taught on a St John 
Ambulance course. 

Incredibly the charity 
says that 140,000 lives 
would be saved, each 
year, in the UK, if more 
of us took a basic first aid 
course. 

Kerry leapt into action 


when her daughter, eight- 
year-old Amber Fleet- 
wood, choked on a fried 
egg sweet at home, on 
the evening of Thursday, 
August 8th. 

“She was running into 
the kitchen to tell me 
something and the next 
thing I knew she was 
choking,” said Kerry, 
who works as the char¬ 
ity’s Carers Support Pro¬ 
gramme Assistant for the 
South West, based at 
Poundbury. 

“It was scary. Amber 


was fighting for air and 
she couldn’t breathe.” 

With her training flood¬ 
ing back to her Kerry de¬ 
livered back blows to her 
daughter - the third of 
them dislodging the of¬ 
fending sweet. 

“We talk about being 
the difference between a 
life lost and life saved but 
I was particularly glad to 
have been the difference 
in this case. 

“Amber won’t be hav¬ 
ing any more sweets for 
a while and, if she does, 


she can sit down and eat 
them!” 

Kerry’s manager, Jim 
Jones runs the charity’s 
training programmes 
across the region and he 
was delighted to hear 
she’d saved Amber’s life. 

“It just goes to show 
that you never know 
when you might need to 
know first aid in an emer¬ 
gency,” he said. 

“Kerry was trained at 
work but, when the time 
came, she was ready to 
do the right thing at 
home and her quick 
thinking saved the life of 
someone who means the 
world to her. 


“What better illustra¬ 
tion could there be of 
why everyone should 
know these essential 
skills?” 

He said research shows 
that fewer than one in 
five people in Dorset 
would know what to do 
in a medical emergency. 

St John Ambulance 
runs regular first aid 
courses in Dorchester 
and at venues all over 
Dorset.

“We will all miss his deep and sincere commit¬ 
ment to the club and to Thomas Hardye School. His 
loss is much regretted and our members express 
their sincere condolences to his widow Brenda and 
children Linda and Roger.” 

Mr Lucas was Mayor of Dorchester in 1981 and 
1984. He studied at Dorchester Grammar School 
from 1946 to 1950, going on to become the leading 
light of the Old Grammarians, which later became 
the Old Hardyeans. 

Colin was also heavily involved in the Dumovaria 
Silver Band, the Casterbridge Singers, Dorchester 
Conservative Club, the YMCA and The Society of 
Dorset Men.

Home-Start volunteers needed to help families 


HOME-visiting volun¬ 
teers are needed to work 
alongside families with 
young children in the 
Dorchester, Weymouth 
and Portland areas. 

The volunteers make 
short, weekly visits, to 
help those who have chil¬ 
dren, or at least one child, 
under the age of five. 

Their role is to provide 
friendship, advice and 
practical support as well 
as a “listening ear”. 

Home-Start West 
Dorset will shortly be 
starting training courses 
for new volunteers and is 
inviting those with an in¬ 
terest in the un-paid work 
to get in touch and find 
out more about what the 
role involves. 

“What difference has 
Home-Start made? They 
have allowed me to cope; 
they have given my chil¬ 
dren a better experience 
of life. They have 
changed the way we 
function as a family,” 
said one service user. 

“If it wasn’t for Home- 
Start I don’t think I 
would be here with three 


kids. I got to the place 
where I thought they’d 
go into care.” 

Volunteers should be a 
parent or have parenting 
experience, attend the 
Volunteer Preparation 
Course, and be willing to 
spare about two to three 
hours a week to support a 
family in need. 

“Our Volunteer Prepa¬ 
ration Course is the route 
into becoming a home- 
visiting volunteer with 
Home-Start West Dorset 
and will provide you 
with the foundation of 
knowledge required for 
this role. 

“The course provides a 
challenging and holistic 
view on the role of a vol¬ 
unteer and the varied 
support we provide to 
our families. It is a recog¬ 
nised course and you 
have the option of ob¬ 
taining accreditation to 
Level 1 or Level 2 whilst 
completing the course by 
submitting work along¬ 
side your classroom 
based learning,” said a 
spokesperson for the 
service. 


The course involves 40 
hours of training deliv¬ 
ered over 10 weeks, ex¬ 
cluding school holidays. 
It is delivered by staff 
members using a number 
of training methods from 
group activities, Power¬ 


Point presentations, 
flipchart activities and 
more. 

Potential volunteers 
will be provided with a 
Volunteer Resource Pile 
which will help as a 
guide through the course. 


The next Preparation 
Course will start on 
Wednesday, October 2nd 
from Home-Start’s office 
in Poundbury. 

Earlier this year 12 new 
volunteers were trained 
and between April and 


the end of July nine fam¬ 
ilies were matched with 
volunteers. 

Over the past year 66 
families have been sup¬ 
ported with a total of 167 
children benefiting. 

The charity is also 


looking for help in other 
ways - including 
fundraisers who can or¬ 
ganise activities with 
help and support from 
the Home-Start staff.

We want to build 
on that success and boost our Special 
Constabulary even further. 

“We are hoping to attract more people 
looking to learn new skills, take on a 
fresh challenge, and take up an oppor¬ 
tunity to give something back to their 
communities. 

“Special constables are a vital part of 
Dorset Police’s community engage¬ 
ment. We welcome applications from 


all areas of the force, and in particular 
remote rural locations.” 

Specials in Dorset get involved in a 
range of day-to-day policing activities, 
including patrol work, community 
events, targeted operations and special¬ 
ist training.

A special constable is asked to work a 
minimum of 16 hours per month and, 
where possible, this is broken down to 
a minimum of four hours per week, but 
the working hours are flexible so that 
you can give more time if you can spare 
it.

Boost your bedrooms 



ONE of the best ways to make 
your home more suited to your 
needs, especially if you have a 
growing family or want to work 
from home, is to add a bedroom. 

Increasing the number of bed¬ 
rooms can also put your home in 
a different price bracket when 
you come to sell. 

The most obvious place to put 
an extra bedroom is upstairs, 
with all the others, and some¬ 
times it's possible to use the 
space you already have. 

For example, if the main bed¬ 
room spans the front of the 
house, you may be able to di¬ 
vide it in two, as long as each 
room has its own, separate win¬ 
dow. This may not be as satisfac¬ 
tory as adding space, but it can 
work well if your home's big 
enough and you're on a limited 
budget. 

When you come to sell, re¬ 
member that couples and shar¬ 
ers will probably be looking for 
good-sized double bedrooms, 
whilefamilies may be happierto 
have more, smaller bedrooms if 
it means one for each child. 

When rejigging the existing 
space isn't an option, consider 
converting the loft into a bed¬ 
room or bedrooms instead. If 
you can also fit a bathroom or 


shower room up there, and 
built-in storage, you've created 
the perfect master or guest 
suite. 

The cheapest and easiest loft 
conversions are ones with sky¬ 
lights (eaves conversions), as the 
line of the roof is unchanged. 
However, this isn't ideal if the 
loft has limited space. 

Building out the roof to create 
more useable space inside is 
often necessary, which means a 
(more expensive and compli¬ 
cated) dormer, mansard or hip- 
to-gable conversion. 


The pitch of the roof can make 
a big difference to how useable 
the space is - some lofts don't 
have enough head height to 
make the conversion worth¬ 
while unless you lower the ceil¬ 
ings in the rooms below. This is 
a big and expensive job and 
won't be practical if the ceilings 
are already quite low. 

You also need room for a good- 
sized staircase up to the loft on 
the floor below and if this means 
losing a bedroom, you may not 
gain much by converting the 
loft. 

Building regulations for loft 
conversions are very strict about 
having a safe means of escape in 
the event of a fire, so it's not nec¬ 
essarily the easiest way to add 
an extra bedroom. 

Creating a downstairs bed¬ 
room, and preferably a bath¬ 
room or shower room next to it, 
can work better, providing your 
home's layout is suitable. 

Ground-floor extensions are 
usually used to add kitchen, din¬ 
ing and living space, but they 
can include bedrooms. 

A two-storey extension is often 
better because you can create 
extra living space downstairs 
and bedrooms upstairs and it 
should be cheaper than doing a 
ground-floor extension and a 
loft conversion, but two-storey 
extensions aren't always easy to 
do with our planning system. 

Another way to add a bedroom 
is converting your home's 
garage (or outbuildings) into 
one. If the garage is mostly used 
for storage and the stuff can be 
stored elsewhere, the garage 
may be more useful and valu¬ 
able as a bedroom, as long as it's 
converted properly and sympa¬ 
thetically. 

To get the best of both worlds, 
you could put a bedroom on top 
of the garage, if there's space to 
build above it and for a new cor¬ 
ridor on the first floor.

Is the end of recession in sight? 


FROM a property point of view, it's looking slightly 
more positive at long last! Even the news readers are 
giving us uplifting statistics - although these may not 
be as straight forward as they seem.The trouble with 
stats is that they can give a false impression. However, 
all the industry reports and whispers amongst fellow 
agents seem to be indicating the same thing which 
is that we think we are slowly turning the corner. For 
Gordon and Rumsby, it certainly seems that way too. 
We opened our new office in Colyton on 1 st July and 
seem to have been steadily busier since then with Au¬ 
gust (usually a quieter month) being the best month 
this year for sales. More encouraging still is that we 
are talking to first time buyers - a rarity in these parts. 
We also hear that mortgage applications have risen 
so much that the mortgage valuations are develop¬ 
ing a backlog. 

In terms of prices rising, we mustn't forget that parts 
of London are very much leading the field here with 
overseas buyers snatching up very high value homes 
and this combined with a few small pockets of the 
country that are doing well pushes up the average 
considerably. In our small part of the country, prices 


are static at best and I for one, feel that any increase 
in asking prices at this stage could hinder progress in 
an improving but still fragile marketplace. It is better 
to ask close to what you want to achieve and bargain 
hard on a realistic asking price that to ask too much 
and not get anyone through the door. All that having 
been said, there are still properties that are not selling 
(often for minor reasons) and bargains can still be 
found. Many investment buyers are putting money 
back into bricks and mortar once again and this could 
be the best time to buy for a while as if things really 
are improving then sure as eggs is eggs, price will 
eventually start inching upwards again - possibly as 
soon as next Spring. 

Once we start seeing more families on the move 
again, especially locally, the circle will be complete 
and we can safely say that we are coming out of re¬ 
cession. Let's hope for all our sakes, that the worst is 
really behind us and we can look forward to maybe 
not the excesses that previously caused this in the 
first place but certainly better times ahead.

Nine-man Magpies suffer Fleet defeat

EBSFLEET United overcame a 
dogged Magpies still looking for 
their first victory of the season, who 
were eventually reduced to nine- 
men in the final minute of the game. 

The big-spending Fleet started 
with five of their summer signings 
on the field together with two loan 
strikers Michael Thalassitis and Alex 
Osborn, and another four on the 
ben. 

Their financial clout clearly 
showed as they dominated large pe¬ 
riods of the game. 

However, Dorchester's tenacity 
kept them in the hunt and after
